PROSPECT: In 1947 International Racing Is a Big Story 


HIS will be, if we may be pardoned for pointing out 

the obvious, one of the great years in the history of 
racing the world over. “The last season revealed, in un- 
precedented measure, the popular strength upon which the 
sport can build its future; the new season will see the future 
reshaped. 

Of the many things, of varying degrees of predictability, 
which will happen in racing in 1947 it appears likely that 
developments in the field of international competition will 
be the most important. 

Long the most universal of the great spectator sports, 
racing is now the most international. Its crossing of na- 
Now that the 
great aeronautical achievements of the war have been shifted 


tional boundaries has become commonplace. 


to peacetime uses, its crossing from one continent to an- 
other soon will be a matter of routine. 

During the past year the French went raiding regu- 
larly in England, and came off with greater spoils than ever 
before.

With restrictions against foreign competition re- 


themselves. South Africa is sending a great sprinter to Eng- 
land. A lively international scuffle goes on among Ar- 
gentina, Brazil, and Uruguay. Now the South Americans 
are poised for a sortie into the United States. Mexico City’s 
prescient Bruno Pagliai has inaugurated an extended cam- 
paign to develop international competition at the Hipodromo, 

North Americans are now beginning to realize that 
the best horse in the world—if such a title could be con- 
ferred—might come from any one of five continents or 
one of several islands. ‘The United States has been located, 
up to now, too far from other major racing centers to par- 
ticipate in international competition except with horses 
imported and owned here. ‘The demonstrated ease of flying 
horses over long distances has changed that. ‘This year we 
join the competition for international talent. We are still 
at a disadvantage in this competition, as compared with coun- 
tries like England, France, Argentina, Brazil, since a trip 
to the United States from, say Europe, even though ac- 
complished in less than a day, is still a considerable hazard 
to a horse’s training schedule. But we can offer prizes 
which make the chance worth taking. 


The development of more and more international 
competition will enhance the popularity of racing, enlarge 
its vision, make it a medium for extending friendship among 
different peoples, sharpen competition and thus advance the 
improvement of the breed.

be found difficult in every country to avoid conflict with 


It will be, however, a confused development. 


the dates and distances of “international” races in other 
nations, and with the established annual routine within the 
country. It may also be found difficult to persuade an 
owner to send his champion abroad when, by staying home, 
he might find opportunities just as good. 

At Belmont Park late in September we offered a hypo- 
thetical question to the owner of one of America’s great 
horses. Would he be interested, if his horse was still in top 
form next fall, in sending him to France for the Prix de 
PAre de Triomphe or to England for a big international 
race for older horses? 

No, he said, why should he bother with a big race in 
Europe when there were plenty of big races in America? 

But, we said, suppose this were a very special race, 
carrying worldwide significance, a race to select, as fairly as 
possible, the world’s best horse at, say, a mile and a half. 
Suppose it had been planned jointly by the racing authori- 
ties of several countries, to be run in different racing capi- 
tals in different years, and that the reputation of American 
bloodstock depended upon a reasonable percentage of tri-

race for that year?

Here, in the answers to these two questions, was the 
difference between _ national competition for international 
talent, on the one hand, and genuine international racing, 
on the other. 

Whether such a moving series of races would be set up 
was problematical. It was possible that so many national 
“International” races would soon be established that racing 
executives would resist the creation of a more important 
series.

Through the years THE BLoop- 
Horse has been an undemonstrative. 
unambitious magazine, lazily free 
from promotion and big ideas. It 
once had a circulation manager who 
would complain bitterly when a new 
subscription showed up; it was a 
lot of bother, she said, and cost 
money, too. 


Instead of planned expansion 
and directed growth the little one- 
horse magazine just went on doing 
what came naturally. It had a 
small staff which did the best it 
could, quit when it could do no 
more, and thoroughly enjoyed the 
whole business, excepting the occa- 
sions when there was so much to do 
that little of it could be done well. 

We liked it the way it was, sim- 
ple in format, small and easily 
handled, roughly the same as when 
Tom Cromwell designed it for its 
first appearance as a weekly, back 
in 1929. The small staff could spend 
its time gathering facts and writing 
them down, with a minimum amount 
of effort devoted to problems of 
make-up. 

Readers liked it too. They told 
one another THE BLoop-Horse was 
a good magazine. We grew at a 
steady, but unhurried, pace. 

Then racing expanded, bringing 
a subsequent expansion in breeding. 
During the last two years THE 
Bioop-Horse staff has been hard 
pushed to cover even the most im- 
portant developments for the simple 
reason that there have been more 
developments than usual. 

THE Bioop-Horse editorial staff 
still is working toward its goal of 
expanded coverage of an expanding 
business. 

Rating THE Bioop-HorseE a good 
advertising medium, breeders, tracks 
and others have increased their use 
of the magazine. As a result of this 
growth in both advertising and news 
matter the weekly issues fattened 


until the old format became clumsy 
and unworthy of the customers who 
paid for it. As the pages became 
more numerous they seemed _pro- 
gressively harder to read. 

So THe Bioop-HorseE accepts its 
obligation, moves to a new size and 
format. Readers who liked the old 
size will understand that we liked 
it too. The break in continuity was 
made with reluctance, but with the 
conviction that the new size means 
a better and more readable maga- 
zine, able to render greater service, 
attractive to a larger group of read- 
ers than ever before. 


The new format is not represented 
here as fixed and final. It will neces- 
sarily change and develop. Much of 
the type and equipment needed 
have yet to arrive, and some may 
not be available for months. The 
staff, as always, is too small to do 
all the things it would like to do. It 
will grow as growth is possible. 

Growth, of course, depends upon 
revenue. THE Btoop-Horse will 
use whatever means it has to extend 
its service to racing and the breed- 
ing industry. As a non-profit or- 
ganization, it has only this function. 
Whenever it has more money than 
operation costs require, the surplus 
is turned over to the treasury of 
the American Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers Association, which uses it in the 
furtherance of research, chiefly re- 
search in diseases of the horse. 


The new size, of course, repre- 
sents a gamble. It will cost more 
money, and the venture is made at 
a time when the necessary revenue 
is in prospect. There may, of course, 
be developments within the next two 
or three years which will make us 
wish we had resisted the pressure to 
change to a more expensive routine. 

But we face the chance with con- 
fidence. Wish us good luck. Bear 
with us kindly, as you have always 


done. E.

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Three Geese Report on Eggs 


New 

The commission reports arriving from 
Delaware, Illinois. and New York at about 
the same time make an interesting con- 
trast. The Delaware report shows. that in 
1946 betting totaled $33,933,656, against 
$28.099.170 in 1945, both meetings being 
of the same duration and at virtually the 
same dates. The State’s revenue went up 
from $1,046,187 to $1,271,360. 

The Illinois report is also based on al- 
most exactly the same -season—by actual 
count there were 1,827 races run in 1946 
against 1,807 in the previous year. Well, 
the betting climbed from $168,060,010 to 
$198.042.882. Not to split hairs about it, 
a $30,000,000 jump. Illinois got $3,960,- 
857 in revenue, against $3,361,200 in 1945. 

In New York the seasons were not ex- 
actly comparable, consisting of 154 days 
in 1945, and a record-breaking 192 days 
in 1946. Yet even with 38 additional days 
there was a betting drop, from $450,663,- 
190 in 1945 to $407,105,748 last year. The 
State revenue dropped about $3.000,000, 
and the commission’s chairman, Ashley T. 
Cole, estimated that this represented a 
loss of $10,000,000 when you considered 
the drop in terms of percentage through 
the season. Betting, in other words, was 
down 27.5 per cent on a daily average, and 
Mr. Cole reasoned, with every likelihood 
of being right, that this represented a 
similar drop in State revenue. 

He put the blame squarely where it be- 
longed, on the extra 5 per cent mutuel tax 
in New York, and recommended bluntly 
that it be repealed. This bystander hears 
that there is some chance that it may be. 

Last fall, during an exile at Bowie, who 
should appear but John J. Dunnigan, who 
worked harder than anyone else to get 
pari-mutuels into New York. He said 
then that racing would produce a revenue 
of $10,000,000 a year. This was widely 
derided at the time, though later it seemed 
Mr. Dunnigan had the last laugh. But he 
didn’t; he was just as far wrong as any- 
body, for last year the total tax on betting 
in New York, city and state, totaled near- 
ly $48.000,000. It was not so long ago 
that racing taxes did not reach that figure 
throughout the nation.

Well, anyway, Mr. Dunnigan was saying 
that the pari-mutuel law, as he got it 
passed, expressly prohibited local bites, 
and he even suggested that the present 
one might be of doubtful legality.

2-Year-Olds from Argentina 


Earlier in the week there was occasion 
to look over six newly arrived 2-year-olds 
(they are 3-year-olds now) from Argen- 
tina, brought here December 12 by J. A. 
Sanchez Crexell, of Buenos Aires, prob- 
ably to be sold but maybe raced in the 
importer’s name if he can find a suitable 
trainer. 

Some of them apparently were bought at 
auction in Argentina, and some perhaps 


privately. They are. according to a bro- 
chure Mr. Sanchez Crexell produced, the 
products of three famous Argentine nur- 
series, Las Ortigas, Chapadmalal, and 
Ojo de Agua. It was at the latter that the 
great stallion Cyllene ended his days in 
1925, at the age of thirty years. He had 
gone there in 1908, leaving behind him in 
England four winners of the Epsom Derby, 
Cicero, Minoru, Lemberg, and the filly 
Tagalie. 

This student, having occasion to dig out 
his record six or seven years ago, remarked 
idly that in 1928, at the Hipodromo Ar- 
gentino, the last son of Cyllene ever to 
stand in a winner’s circle won his last 
race, and that his name was Last Cyllene.

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Heroic Statue of Man o’ War to Be Erected 
At Faraway Farm in Spring of This Year 


Man o° War's statue will be surrounded by a water-filled moat on a knoll a short distance from the barn now housing the world’s 
most famous Thoroughbred. The photo was made (by Kelly Meyer) from the rear of the base, looking toward the entrance road. 


Visitors to Faraway Farm next spring 
will see not only Man o “War, but also will 
view the heroic statue of the super-horse 
that has been in the making since 1940 
Most of the heavy construction necessary 
for the placement of the statue has been 
finished, the landscaping is well under 
way, and the figure will be installed as 
soon as the green granite base arrives at 
Lexington from a New England quarry, 
which is expected to be in early spring. 

The bronze statue, 20 hands high, was 
executed by Herbert Haseltine, who began 
it about six years ago but, because of war- 
time restrictions on the use of metal, was 
unable to complete it until recently. 


The statue will be placed at the crest 
of a knoll to the left of the entrance 
driveway to the farm, in a small park once 
used by Big Red as an exercise paddock. 
A broad, tree-lined walk will lead up the 
gentle rise on which the figure will be 
erected. The statue will be surrounded 
by a water-filled moat about ten feet wide 
and four feet deep. Pin oaks have been 
planted around the circle, and a backdrop 
of evergreens is to be set out. Benches 
will be installed for visitors, and it is plan- 
ned to floodlight the statue at night. 

Samuel D. Riddle, owner of Man o’ War, 
has not announced whether the site is in- 
tended as the burial place for the noted 
Thoroughbred, now 30 years of age. 
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BERNBOROUGH’S PLANS 


Status of plans for the great Aus- 
tralian racer Bernborough, bought re- 
cently for Jerry Mayer and to stand 
at Leslie Combs II’s Spendthrift 
Farm, Lexington: 


A report of the test of the horse’s 
apparent fertility was expected this 
week. The sale was conditional upon 
the test. 

It was hoped that the horse could 
be shipped from Sydney on January 
6. If so he would arrive in California 
between January 15 and 20, and 
would then be flown to Lexington. 

An Associated Press story quoting 
the veterinarian D. G. Heslop to the 
effect that Bernborough probably 
would not be ready for shipment be- 
fore the end of the 1947 stud season 
was discounted by Neil S. McCarthy, 
spokesman for Mr. Mayer. The vet- 
erinarian was quoted, “I would not 
advise a particularly long journey for 
some time,” because of the horse’s 
broken sesamoid bone. Mr. McCar- 
thy informed Mr. Combs that the bone 
was not broken, that only a sprain 
was involved. 


NEW ZEALAND’S BID 


Shrinkage of distances in the equine 
world is reflected by the fact that in re- 
cent months THE BLoop-Horse has carried 
advertisements of auctions in Brazil, Can- 
ada, England, New Zealand. 

Wright, Stephenson and Company, of 
Wellington, New Zealand, which had ad- 
vertised last winter, reported two months 
ago “a tremendous number of enquiries 
from your country during the last twelve 
months.” Many of the writers wanted 
high-class stakes performers, but the com- 
pany explained that few owners of good 
winners would consider selling them, and 
added: “In any case the cream of the 
yearlings sold here each year can be 
bought for the most reasonable prices in 
the world.” 

In this issue is concluded an extensive 
advertising schedule inviting the attention 
of American buyers to New Zealand’s 
stock, including 464 yearlings to be sold 
at the auctions beginning January 16. 

Longest advertising campaign was that 
of the Alton Lodge Stud, owned by Sir 
James and J. C. Fletcher. This farm ad- 
vertised a dozen yearlings catalogued for 
the auctions, offered a special proposition: 
six seasons to *Beau Pere’s half-brother 
Balloch, for mares bought in New Zealand 
or Australia and bred to American time. 
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New Racing Tax 
For Maryland 


For some months an overhauling of the 
State tax laws on racing had occupied 
much attention in Maryland. There was 
a general feeling that the sport should pay 
higher taxes and that the money should 
be spread more generally around the 
State, but there was no agreement as to 
how this should be accomplished. 

Two groups—the Sherbow Commission 
on the Distribution of Tax Revenues and 
the Donaldson Committee to Study State 
Racing Laws—had_ given considerable 
thought to the problem, and city officials 
of Baltimore also had viewed the question 
seriously. 

While the Sherbow and _ Donaldson 
groups went over the situation with a fine 
comb, trying to achieve an equitable bal- 
ance, the Baltimore city council got busy 
with a rake, passed an ordinance requir- 
ing Pimlico to pay in taxes 5 per cent of 
the pari-mutuel handle. This would be in 
addition to whatever State taxes might be 
imposed. 

Moving more deliberately, the Sherbow 
and Donaldson groups at length came out 
with their suggestions. The Donaldson 
committee reshuffled the tax structure in 
a manner that increased racing’s assess- 
ment to a trifling degree—under the old 
law, the State received $3,596,072 from 
racing in 1945, and if the Donaldson pro- 
posal had been effective the return would 
have been only $13,891 more. Sherbow’s 
group was more aggressive—its formula 
would have netted the State $885,515 more 
on the basis of business during 1945. 


Compromise Effected 


Both groups had their supporters, and 
to solve the impasse a Legislative Council 
worked out a compromise which embodied 
features of both reports but leaned de- 
cidedly toward the Sherbow methods. In 
the background of the discussions was 
William Preston Lane, Jr., the governor- 
elect, whose suggestions weighed heavily 
with the Legislative Committee. 

Once an acceptable measure had been 
worked out, an emergency session of the 
Legislature was called for December 27 
and a bill was put through speedily. It 
provides for a 10 per cent commission on 
pari-mutuel betting at all Maryland tracks. 
The major courses are to pay a flat 4 per 
cent to the State, plus a $1,000 daily li- 
cense fee and half the breakage to a 
dime. The smaller tracks will pay to the 
State 1 per cent of the first $500,000 
handled in the pari-mutuels, 2 per cent of 
the second $500,000, and 4 per cent on 
all over $1,000,000. Breakage to five cents 
will be retained by the tracks. 
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No official estimate was made as to 
the total revenue expected to be raised 
under the new bill, but it would be a sub- 
stantial increase over the previous re- 
ceipts. Half the tax money is to be re- 
tained by the State, and the remainder is 
to be apportioned among Maryland’s city 
and county governments on the basis of 
population. 


—Or Nothing 


Under this provision Baltimore would 
get 45 per cent of the money distributed 
to cities and counties, but the Legislature 
cracked a whip in the direction of Mary- 
land’s largest city by writing into the new 
law a provision that Baltimore would be 
excluded from its share unless the 5 per 
cent tax on the Pimlico handle were re- 
pealed by January 1. Next morning the 
Baltimore council repealed its tax ordi- 
nance and got in line to receive in the 
neighborhood of $1,250,000 a year from 
racing, which was approximately what 
would have been realized under the Pim- 
lico tax. The new law also forbade local 
governments to levy taxes on racing other 
than a general property tax. which meant 


that Baltimore had to relinquish the $3,000 
daily license fee which it had collected 
from Pimlico since 1918. 

The previous basis on which Maryland 
tracks were taxed: mile tracks—2 per cent 
of pari-mutuel handle, $6,000 a day ]i- 
cense, 15 per cent of net revenue; minor 
tracks—2 per cent of handle over $500,000, 
$50 a day tax, 5 per cent of net revenue.

Very Big Business 


Surveys made by the Associated Press 
and the United Press show that on the 
basis of incomplete reports, pari-mutuel 
betting at U. S. race tracks during 1946 
totaled almost two billion dollars. The 
United Press reported total betting of 
$1.766,.478.950. an increase of almost 25 
per cent over 1945, and the Associated 
Press showed a total of $1,830,287,355, bet 
on 2.433 racing days in 19 of the 20 
states where horse-race betting is permit- 
ted. Neither of the wire services reported 
on Nebraska, where pari-mutuel figures 
are not a matter of public record. 

Complete attendance figures also were 
not available, but the Associated Press 
recorded admissions of 24,859,505, not 
including Ohio and Arizona, and termed 
it a gain of 6,425,884, or about 34 per 
cent. 

Taxes paid by racing, according to the 
Associated Press, amounted to $113,508.- 
325.20, against $65,265,405.48 for the pre- 
ceding year. This would be an increase 
of $48,242,917, or about 73 per cent. 

New Jersey showed the largest gain in 
betting. by United Press standards. Two 
new tracks opened in the State last year, 
increasing the pari-mutuel handle by $67,- 
102.058, or about 80 per cent. Califor- 
nia’s total jumped by about 50 per cent, 
and Arkansas snowballed to a phenomenal 
72 per cent gain. Kentucky was up al- 
most 40 per cent, and Illinois recorded a 
new high of almost $200,000,000. Florida’s 
return billowed by almost 1,000 per cent, 
but this was because the previous season 
was lopped to 28 days by the blackout. 
Louisiana was affected similarly.

What We Don’t Know Hurts Us 


“It has been estimated,” says a release 
from the offices of the Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Associations in New York, “that about 
half of the 6,000 or so Thoroughbreds 
foaled each year at breeding farms the 
country over are products of Kentucky and 
perhaps 90 per cent of these come from 
the Blue Grass region around Lexington. 

“However, Kentucky does not have a 
qualitative corner on the Thoroughbred 
production line. Two of the outstanding 
horses of this or any other year—Assault 
and Stymie—were foaled in Texas at the 
King Ranch. California, which in the past 
decade has made a notable comeback as 
a racing and breeding state, is responsible 
for some good ones, including such good 
2-year-olds as U Time and Stepfather and 
the upset winner of the Arlington Classic, 
The Dude. (Plus the grand filly Honey- 


moon.—Eb. ) 


“Among the current crop, Peace Harbor 
and the filly Pipette are products of New 
Jersey, while Virginia, colonial cradle of 
the breeding industry, has a good repre- 
sentative in Brabancon. (And a better 
one in Phalanx.—Ep.) 


“Kentucky undoubtedly has its definite 
advantages but with good breeding stock 
high-class Thoroughbreds can be raised 
anywhere.” 


This conclusion appears to be quite 
sound, assuming that anywhere is used 
loosely enough to exclude such places as 
Little America and lower Manhattan—and 
once or twice I have wondered about Pe- 
cos, Texas. 


It Wasn’t Half 


However, the estimate that half of the 
Thoroughbreds foaled the country over 
are products of Kentucky is probably a 
little high. I don’t know whether Ken- 
tucky ever produced half the Thorough- 
bred foals in the country, but if so it was 
not recently enough to matter now. 

Some years ago (THE Btoop-Horse, 
January 18, 1941) I made a labored tabu- 
lation of the entire crop of foals of 1938, 
as given in the supplement to the Amer- 


ican Stud Book. With 253 Canadian-bred 
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horses eliminated from consideration, Ken- 
tucky produced 33 per cent of the crop— 
1,697 out of 5,167. With the large group 
of Remount-sired horses eliminated, Ken- 
tucky produced 39 per cent of the total— 
1,697 out of 4.393. (At the time the count 
was made Kentucky had produced 56 per 
cent of the winners in the same group, 
with Remount-sired horses left out. It 
was taking Kentucky 3.4 foals to produce 
one 2-year-old winner, and the rest of the 
country 6.4 foals to get one such winner. 
The ratio outside Kentucky presumably 
has improved by now.) 

Accepting the printed total of foals as 
given in the supplement, 5,556 head for 
the continent and such territorial asso- 
ciates as Hawaii, Kentucky’s 1.697 would 
constitute 31 per cent. 

Figures of this sort are not easy to 
come by, and not accurate to the last inch, 
but they are enough to indicate that in

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1938 the rest of the country was producing 
more foals than Kentucky, any way you 
read it. 


It was obvious then, as it had been for 
some years, that the Blue Grass State’s 
proportion of Thoroughbred production 
was going to decline. As its patient and 
loyal readers know, since 1941 Tue 
Bioop-HorseE has not been able to spend 
much time sitting around adding up such 
figures, and no further definitive report 
can be given. But it is possible, with a 
small amount of sample-taking, to discover 
how things are moving. Two items will 
be enough, for the moment, 


Now It’s About One-Fourth 


For Sample No. 1 the most recent vol- 
ume of the American Stud Book was used, 
Since it includes foals of 1938 and noth. 
ing later than 1941, it would be likely to 
yield results quite similar to those of the 
study of the foals of 1938. 

Without attempting to break down the 
data into smaller groups, I simply tallied 
the named foals as to whether they were 
foaled in Kentucky or elsewhere, in cases 
of doubt assigning them, without individ. 
ual investigation, to Kentucky. I began 
on page 11, jumped to page 21, then to 31, 
and so on, up to page 151. 

On these pages were counted 94 Ken. 
tucky foals, 212 others. Unnamed foals 
were omitted.) Kentucky had 31 per cent 
of the total, which was quite in line with 
expectation from the earlier study. | 
might as well have saved the time to waste 
on something else. 

Sample No. 2 came from the stud book 
supplement giving the foals of 1944, the 
latest official listing available. Using the 
same method of selecting a sample, I be- 
gan on page 11, ended on page 111, ae- 
counted for a total of 496 foals, omitting 
unnamed ones. Since this included 9 per 
cent of the total crop, it was a sample de- 
pendable within a very small range of 
probable error. 

Of the 496 foals thus accounted for, 130, 
or 26 per cent. appeared to have been 
foaled in Kentucky. 

That is to say, Kentucky, instead of pro- 
ducing about half the Thoroughbreds reg- 
istered with The Jockey Club, in 1944 
turned out only a little more than a fourth. 
Its proportion, as expected, is declining, 
insofar as gross numbers are concerned. 

This is not a plug for Kentucky as a 
horse-producing state. I am quite as 
pleased to see a Doublrab come out of 
northern Illinois, a Mioland from Oregon. 
a Lawrin from Kansas, or an Assault from 
Texas as for a Seabiscuit to come out of 
Kentucky. “With good breeding stock 
high-class Thoroughbreds can be raised 
anywhere.” And even without good breed- 
ing stock high-class Thoroughbreds can 
be raised anywhere, though not very often. 


The Way to Beat Kentucky 


But the breeding of race horses is rap- 
idly being made into a geographical mat- 
ter, and figures like these, though few and 
fragile, are important to the industry as 
a whole. 


It is difficult for breeders, whether new 
or old at the business, to realize the de- 
gree to which their policies have been 
shaped by the things they don’t know. 

There is always, for a parallel instance, 
a great interest in the question as to which 
stallion is the leading sire in any given 
vear. The leading sire is the horse whose 
get win the most money. This is a super- 
ficial measure, not without merit, of course, 
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but quite inadequate for the breeder who 
wishes to make genuine comparisons be- 
tween horses. A sire whose get have 
earned one-fifth as much may outrank the 
leader when the average class of his get 
js taken into consideration. 

Man o° War, which was strictly limited 
as to the number of his mares every year, 
never led the sire list, and in the late 
‘thirties. before War Admiral revived his 
reputation, was frequently described as a 
failure. If you looked at the figures care- 
fully it was apparent that Man o’ War was 
one of the great sires of all time. But to 
look at the figures carefully required spe- 
cial research, which in itself consumed 
time and left other good horses unexim- 
ined. 

The easy thing to do is to accept the 
gross totals as they stand. and take it for 
granted that the leading sire is the best 
sire. Horsemen know better than to do 
this, but they do it in spite of themselves, 
by a sort of psychological gravitation. 

The same phenomenon is seen in our 
scrutiny of the geographical aspects of 
breeding. We tend to think in terms of 
gross totals. Nothing seems to gratify a 
state breeders’ association more than to 
be able to report that the number of its 
members is increasing and that the num- 
ber of foals being produced is increasing. 

This is understandable. More, it is 
inevitable, so long as our information 
sources remain as inadequate as they are 
today. 


But if we were able to report, for in- 
stance, that in State A it took 7.5 regis- 
tered foals to produce one winner of a 
race not restricted to foals bred in that 
state, and that in State B it took only 2.6 
foals, then, and also inevitably. there 
would be less emphasis on numbers and 
more on class. Or if we could report that 
12 per cent of the foals produced in one 
area earned as much as $7,500 in their 
first three years, and that in another area 
only 3 per cent did so, then we should find 
the breeders in the second area more con- 
cerned with sensible culling than with a 
mere increase in production. 

In the long run—and in the short run, 
too, for that matter—such a shifting of 
emphasis would create a benefit for breed- 
ers in general. The same competitive 
spirit which is now at work in building 
up numbers needlessly would set itself the 
task of building up class. The faster 
other states learn to judge their stock 
critically and comparatively on the basis 
of class, the faster they will “take over” 
from Kentucky, the traditional headquar- 
ters of breeding. 


The Jockey Club Could Help 


Regardless of whether or not good 
horses can be raised more easily, or in a 
higher percentage, in one section than in 
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another, there is now a great deal of lo- 
cal pride exerting its influence in the 
field of breeding race horses. State breed- 
ers’ associations are performing a valuable 
and significant service, and their vigorous 
activity is largely responsible for the de- 
cline in Kentucky’s proportionate numer- 
ical strength. 

These state associations are now begin- 
ning to crowd one another out of racing 
room. It will be a healthy competition 
only if racing class is recognized as the 
standard for judging the products of each 
section. 


The Jockey Club might be of assistance 
here. On its registration application forms 
it could ask for a record of the state, or 
province, in which birth took place. It 
would also be advisable to have the coun- 
ty recorded. 


Information of this sort would have tre- 
mendous value in the long run. Used in 


connection with a punch card statistical 
procedure, which would classify horses ac- 
cording to their success in racing, it would 
set breeders everywhere on their toes and 
would permit state organizations to study 
their problems with far more enlighten- 
ment than is now possible.

There was an outpouring of people 
and dollars when Santa Anita Park 
opened on December 28. The estimated 
attendance of 57.500 was 9,500 over the 
turnout on last year’s opening day, and 
the betting went to $2.583,575, which was 
$170.539 over the 1945 opening total and 
set a new first-day record for the course. 
In the best California tradition, the sun, 
which had been AWOL to the extent that 
the track was muddy, showed up for the 
occasion. 

Especially well suited by the prevailing 
conditions were owners of California-bred 
2-year-olds, which were given an oppor- 
tunity in a $50,000-added race, the richest 
home-bred contest offered anywhere. 
Quite understandably there was no 
dearth of candidates for the event, and in 
view of the 16-horse field the starting gate 
was moved back to the eighth-pole to give 
the juveniles a longer run before hitting 
the first turn. A special camera was in- 
stalled to photograph the finish, which of 
course also was a furlong removed from 
the customary point. 

Rex Ellsworth’s entry of U Time and 
Hubble Bubble was the favorite at $1.55 
to $1, on the basis of U Time’s victories 
in the Hollywood Lassie and the Starlet 
Stakes. Louis B. Mayer, whose Honey- 
moon, Moneybags, and Charivari had fin- 
ished one-two-three in the 1945 renewal of 
the race, furnished the second favorites in 
Stepfather and Beau Nash, which like his 
trio of last year, are by the Mayer sire 
*Beau Pere. Two of the other starters, 
False Note and On Trust, were by *Alib- 
hai, another Mayer stallion. and Prim- 
Beau and Stepfather, which finished two- 
three, are by *Beau Pere. 

But it was Walter G. McCarty’s Bow 
Wow which seized the glory, his son Shim 
Malone beating Prim-Beau by a head for 
$41,085, largest purse in the history of 
the race, plus $4,108 which went to his 
breeder, the Walter G. McCarty Corpor- 
ation. The race developed into a test be- 
tween Shim Malone and Prim-Beau. The 
latter took the lead from U Time after a 
quarter, and Shim Malone lay second, 
moving up in the stretch to take a short 
lead. Stepfather, racing well, was third.

Shim Malone’s victory brought on a recur- 
rence among horsemen of the chagrin felt by 
many of them when the colt won the Haggin 
Stakes at Hollywood Park on June 29. In his 
first start, which he won, at Hollywood on 
May 23, he could have been claimed for $10,- 
}00, and a week later he ran with a $15,000 tag. 
There were no takers, and he remained in the 
Rolling Hills Farm Stable (Walter G. Mc- 
Carty) to win the Haggin Stakes. in which 
Stepfather was among the defeated, and sub- 
sequently the Breeders Champion Stakes. 


The story of the name has been told already. 
Prior to the arrival of a baby in the family of 
Dudley Field Malone, friend of Mr. McCarty. 
attorney, and former collector of the Port of 
New York, there was the usual discussion 
between the parents as to whether the off- 
spring would be a she or a him. When a son 
arrived he was called Shim, and Mr. McCarty, 
thinking he had a good horse. honored Shim 
Malone with an equine namesake. 


Bow Wow. sire of Shim Malone, and a broth- 
er to the stakes winner and sire Dogaway, was 
bought as a yearling by Mr. McCarty for 
$2.500. He was unraced because of the black- 
out. In his first crop were only two foals— 
Shim Malone and the winner Peribow, out of 
Ladv Perifox, by Perifox. He stands at Roll- 
ing Hills Farm, where Shim Malone was foal- 
ed January 22, 1944.

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They HAVE International Racing 
—And They’re Moving This Way 


Rio bE JANEIRO 


The year of 1946 has ended a racing 
season more successful than ever seen be- 
fore in South America. From every view- 
point it was a success. Betting was higher 
than ever in Argentina, Brazil, Uruguay, 
and other countries. and purses increased 
correspondingly, to the extent that it is 
now almost astonishing to remember the 
money distribution of some five years ago. 
And very good horses were in action, in 
all divisions of the principal racing coun- 
tries. which contributed for the greater 
popularity of the sport and big attend- 
ances to the tracks. 

In a summary of 1946 racing in South 
America it is important to establish a 
scheme under which each country is treat- 
ed separately. In the past our racing has 
been much more of an isolationist nature 
than in Europe and between Europe and 
the United States. Before the war it was 
very rare to see horses owned by a stable 
from one South American country racing 
in another country. Only the Grande 
Premio Brasil, at the Gavea track at Rio 
de Janeiro, occasionally attracted horses 
from Argentine and Uruguayan stables. 
Some Brazilian owners had horses in train- 
ing in Argentina and Uruguay. but free 
competition among owners of several coun- 
tries in every great international event 
wasn’t seen. 

During the war, on the other hand. rac- 
ing became more and more international. 
Brazilian owners were the pioneers of this 
new development in South America, main- 
taining great stables in Argentina and 
Uruguay. The result was that. in 1946, 
there were two big “international” stables 
in this part of the world. those of Jose 
Buarque de Macedo and of the Seabra 
family, Messrs. Gervasio and his sons Nel- 
son and Roberto. Buarque de Macedo was 
second in the owners’ statisics in Argen- 
tina and Brazil, and summing up all his 
earnings, his stable was No. 1 in South 
America. On the other side, Roger Guth- 
man. owner of the famous La Pomme Stud. 
in Argentina, where Cameronian stands, 
has some horses running at the Gavea 
course, Rio de Janeiro. 
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Concerning yearling sales, the success 
was also greater than ever. Not only there 
was a record average in every country, but 
in all of them the record price for one head 
was beaten. In Argentina and Brazil, in- 
terest in the sales was really sensational. 
In Argentina a son of British Empire was 
sold for 75.000 pesos. a record in South 
America for a yearling. Some 30 per cent 
of money paid for yearlings at Palermo, 
Buenos Aires. came from bidders from 
Brazil, the United States, Uruguay, Chile. 
Peru, and Venezuela. Brazilian buyers 
were the strongest among foreign ones, 
and North Americans followed. 

Meanwhile the Gavea sales, in Brazil, 
were also a big success, although not in 
the same scale as the Argentine sales. 
Highest price ever paid in Brazil was 
brought by a son of Seventh Wonder out

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of the dam of three other top stakes win- 
ners. for which the buyer paid 285,000 
cruzeiros ($15,000). The buyer was Jose 
Buarque de Macedo. At Gavea there was 
also an Argentine buyer, Roger Guthman., 
whose purchase of a son of King Salmon, 
sire of Herringbone, Kingstone, and oth- 
ers, reached 180,000 cruzeiros and was 
third highest price of the sales. 

Let’s turn now, to a brief summary of 
racing activities of the year. 


ARGENTINA 
The Best 3-Year-Olds 


Juveniles in Argentina (3-year-olds 
since July 1) made up a good division, 
although it was late in the season that the 
real leaders came up. Early in the season 
Remo, a son of Ipe, was champion, but 
after the Polla de Potrancas, he was re- 
peatedly beaten when the distances in- 
creased, showing he was only a champion 
sprinter. The Gran Premio Jockey Club 
was won by Seductor, owned by Buarque 
de Macedo. Then, in the Derby, Seductor 
confirmed his previous victory, although

only a slight margin separated him from 
Cabure. When he clashed with older 
horses and for the second time with 
Academico, he was beaten, but he had ex- 
After that race, the Gran Premio 
Carlos Pellegrini, in which he finished 
fourth, he was started in the Clasico Com- 
paracion, which he won easily from Ca- 
bure. Seductor is a son of Full Sail, lead- 
ing Argentine sire for 1946. 

Academico, Seductor’s strongest rival, 
wasn't eligible for the classics of his gen- 
eration. ‘In a commonplace event he beat 
Seductor easily, before the latter had im- 
proved. Then, two weeks before the Derby, 
over the same distance of about 121% fur- 
longs, Academico beat easily Cabure, 
which was to be second to Seductor in the 
Derby, by only a head. Academico won 
impressively in the Carlos Pellegrini over 
the crack veteran Ensueno and Seductor, 
the Derby winner. However, both En- 
sueno and Seductor, along with Remo, had 
excuses, for there was much bumping in 
the race. 

Since then Academico has not started 
and there is a legal question between a 
Cuban diplomat and his ostensible Argen- 
tine owner concerning his real ownership. 
The Cuban diplomat says there is a con- 
tract between them under which Acade- 
mico ran the Carlos Pellegrini owned by 
a partnership, and that there was a prom-

Argentina’s top-ranking mare during 1946 was HALF CROWN, winner of several 
of the mare and filly classics and also winner of the Clasico General Pueyrredon, at 2% 
miles, the longest race in Argentina, in which she beat some of the best horses in South 
America. She is by Hunter’s Moon—Meneguina, by Leteo.

The Rise of Ensueno 


Among veterans, Ensueno was the “horse 
of the year,” although at the end of the 
season he lost two important races. The 
season began with Churrinche, a Congreve 
horse, as the champion stayer. Ben Omar, 
by Baber Shah, was expected to return 
into action and provide a good contest 
with Churrinche in great races. However, 
it soon was known that Ben Omar would 
be retired into the stud, because of un- 
soundness. Meanwhile Ensueno was king 
of sprinters. No horse could beat him 
over 1,000 meters (about five furlongs). 
Quibu, a son of Meadow, was gaining 
rank, through some important stakes vic- 
tories over middle distances. Then, un- 
expectedly, Ensueno beat Aden, one of the 
best milers, over one mile. 


In the important Clasico Vicente L. Ca- 
sares, over 2,500 meters (about 12% fur- 
longs), three horses started, Churrinche, 
Quibu, and Ensueno. The latter won easily, 
as his rider pleased, followed by Chur- 
rinche and Quibu. In the 3,000 meters of 
the Chacabuco, the field and the order 


were the same. 


Then a scandal emerged. “Something” 
was found in Ensueno’s saliva. His trainer 
was fined, no more, because there was no 
evidence on what was found. The champ- 
ion, already called by Argentines the 
“super crack,” was out of action for some 
months. 


Meanwhile Half Crown, a mare _ by 
Hunter’s Moon, whose previous perform- 
ances had given her the rank of champion 
of her sex, won the long General Pueyrre- 
don, over 4,000 meters (about 214 miles). 
In the Gran Premio de Honor, over 3,500 
meters, Ensueno returned to the tracks, 
but was beaten by Churrinche, a very good 
Congreve horse among whose victories was 
the Argentine Derby of 1944. Churrinche 
was retired into the stud after the Honor.

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Ensueno ran again, now in the Carlos 
Pellegrini, against other good veterans and 
the top colts Academico and Seductor. He 
was beaten and pulled up lame, being re- 
tired for the year. Now comes the news 
that Messrs. Seabra of Rio de Janeiro 
have purchased him for 200,000 pesos. 
Earlier in the year .300,000 pesos ($75,- 
000), offered by a North American owner, 
were refused for him. Plans for Ensueno 
are to run him at Gavea, Rio de Janeiro, 
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and then, perhaps, to ship him to the 
United States.

Champion sprinters, after 
Ensueno’s rise as a stayer, were Envion, 
by British Empire; Rey del Bosque, by 
Waterbird, and Solano, by Sind. 

Leading sire in Argentina was Full Sail, 
followed closely by British Empire. Lead- 
ing owner was Upper Cut Stable (Martin 
Duhau), followed by Mr. J. Buarque de 
Macedo. Champion jockey was J. P. Ar- 
tigas, runner-up the famous Ireneo Le- 
guisamo. 


BRAZIL 
The Best 3-Year-Olds 


Brazilian juveniles were good. It is im- 
possible to establish a sure comparison be- 
tween the generation foaled in 1943 and 
the older ones; none of the 3-year-old 
leaders clashed with the better veterans. 
In Brazil only two important events are 
open to juveniles and older horses. How- 
ever, taking times and a general appraisal 
of form as the basis for an opinion, the 
crop of 1946 juveniles in Brazil was very 
good. 


Longest race of the Brazilian season is the Grande Premio Jockey Club do Brazil, 
at about 21% miles. In 1946 it was won by Jose Buarque de Macedo’s TRICK, a son .of 


Haut Brion—Tramoya, by Leteo. 
courage and stamina. 


At Gavea, the principal race course, the 
leader was Garbosa II, a daughter of Tin- 
toretto. She won the first filly race, then 
won the first stakes, beating colts and fil- 
lies, continued beating fillies, then clashed 
with the best of her sex in action at Gavea 
in the Fillies’ Criterium and won. Second 
in the Fillies’ Criterium was Hainan, by 
Bosphore, which was also unbeaten up to 
the race. Meanwhile, Holkar, by San- 
tarem, whose debut had been in the Clas- 
sico Paul Mauge, when he was beaten by 
Garbosa II, smashed other colts and fillies 
in a series of “classicos” in such fashion

that he began to be regarded as_ the 
champion juvenile. They would clash in 
the Grand Criterium. The Colts’ Cri- 
terium was easily won by Holkar and the 
background for the Grand Criterium was 
complete. 

At Cidade Jardim, after a series of lead- 
ers not really up to the rank of leadership, 
appeared two colts, both sons of the sen- 
sational sire Formasterus. Owned by the 
Paula Machado Stable, they are Heliaco 
and Halcyon, which won a maiden race 
each before competing for the Grande 
Premio Ipiranga, over about one mile. In 
that race Heliaco was an easy winner, with 
Halcyon second. It was then announced 
that Heliaco would stay at Cidade Jardim 
for the Derby Paulista, while Halcyon 
would be shipped to Gavea, to run as a 
stablemate to Holkar in the Grand Cri- 
terium, against Garbosa II. 

In the Grand Criterium, Garbosa II was 
the winner, thus maintaining her unbeaten 
rank. Halcyon, always back in the field, 
was second in a late rush, while Holkar, 
pacemaker, was soundly beaten into third. 
After the event, it was announced Holkar 
had pulled up lame. Thus Garbosa II, a 
filly, assumed leadership over all juveniles, 
except Heliaco, also conqueror of Halcyon 
at Cidade Jardim. The daughter of Tin- 
toretto then was retired for the year. 

The Derby Paulista, at Cidade Jardim, 
marked the clash among Heliaco; his 
stablemate Halcyon, returning from his 
Gavea races, the second of which was in 
the Grande Premio Quinze de Novembro, 
when he was beaten by the champion 
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stayer El Morocco; and another unbeaten 
stakes winner. the colt Grace Star, by Tin- 
toretto. Heliaco won again, with Grace 
Star a well beaten second, Halcyon third. 
After that race Heliaco was solidly estab- 
lished as the champion male, while Gar- 
bosa Il was the champion filly. There is 
much discussion on their comparative 
class, but only 1947 “classicos” will settle 
the matter.

The Older Horses 


Veterans were more complicated in their 
ranking. The year began with a series of 
important races at Cidade Jardim, leading 
to the Grande Premio Sao Paulo. the cli- 
max of the season at the track. Secreto, 
a son of Cocles. and Ever Ready, by San- 
tarem, were prominent early. Then Miron, 
champion colt of Uruguay in 1945 and 
winner. in January of 1946, of the Jose 
Pedro Ramirez. greatest “international” 
event of Uruguay. was imported into Bra- 
zil and entered into the scene. 

Secreto won the Grande Premio Qua- 
torze de Marco. over Ever Ready second, 
while Miron was only fourth. However, 
regaining his Uruguayan form, Miron, a 
son of Cartagines, easily won the Grande 
Premio Sao Paulo, while Ever Ready and 
Secreto finished in the last places, beaten 


also by moderate horses. Miron also won 


same course, beating a field somewhat be- 
low the best class. 


The Gavea card began with the big 


sprinting test the Major Suckow, won bril- _ 


liantly by the fine mare Fontaine, beating 
Secreto and others. Fontaine, by For- 
masterus. later on was beaten in the 
Grande Premio Diana, over about 114 
miles, for fillies and mares, and was re- 
tired into the stud. The Jose Carlos de 
Figueiredo, about one mile, and the Pre- 
feitura Municipal, about 144 miles, were 
taken by the English-bred High Sheriff, by 
Hyperion. High Sheriff. however. was 
only a good middle-distance performer, 
and was pushed aside when the real com- 
petition began, a little later. 

Meanwhile the series of Brazilian clas- 
sics for 3-year-olds (they would be 4-year- 
olds on July 1) began with the One 
Thousand Guineas counterpart, the Hen- 
rique Possolo, won by Guaratiba, a daugh- 
ter of Maranta. The Two Thousand 
Guineas equivalent, the Grande Premio 
Outono, fell to the brilliant Goyo. by For- 
masterus. The Grande Premio Marciano 
de Aguiar Moreira (Brazilian Oaks) saw 
the victory of Guaratiba. which afterwards 
was retired to the stud because of un- 
soundness. In the Derby, Goyo was sur- 
prisingly beaten by the outsider Bonitao, 
by Punch, whose previous campaign, all 
at Cidade Jardim, had given no indication 
he could beat such a colt as Goyo. 


Ranking of Veterans 


In July, Goyo ran in the Grande Premio 
Dezesseis de Julho, over Derby distance 
(2.400 meters. i. e.. 145 miles), as a 4- 
year-old. against other 4-year-olds, the 
champion Uruguayan horse Miron, and the 
prominent Argentine stakes winner Zorro, 
by Baber Shah. Goyo won, Zorro was 
second, Miron third. This was a prepara- 
tory race, in some details, to the Grande

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miles), richest race of South America. 
principal event of the Brazilian Turf. 
From Argentina came Punjab. by Rustom 
Pasha. to compete for the high purse. Win- 
ner was Miron, which thus regained 
leadership among veterans. Second was 
Zorro, third the outsider Trick, fourth 
Goyo, which is handicapped by unsound- 
ness of wind. 

The series of big races continued with 
the “internationals.” The Doutor Frontin, 
about 154 miles, went to Eldorado, a son 
of Tintoretto, with Typhoon, by Bambu, 
second, Zorro third, and Trick fourth. 
Miron and Goyo were not in the race. The 
Distrito Federal. about 17% miles, counter- 
part to the St. Leger, was easily won by 
Goyo. whose Derby conqueror, Bonitao, 
was not a starter and has not raced since. 

The Grande Premio Jockey Club Brasi- 
leiro, about two miles, was won by Zorro, 
son of Baber Shah, with Trick second, 
Typhoon third, Eldorado fourth. Goyo 
was not a starter. The Grande Premio 
Guanabara went to Goyo, about 1% miles. 
The America do Sul, about 114 miles, went 
to Zorro. The racing scene thus pointed 
to Miron as champion veteran, with Zorro, 
Goyo, Trick. Typhoon, and Eldorado as 
chief opponents. 

A sudden change was seen then. The 
Derby Club. about 2%, miles. revealed El 
Morocco (by Tintoretto). up to then only 
a good handicap horse, as having formid- 
able staying ability. He won from Goyo, 
Typhoon, Eldorado, and two others. How- 
ever, El Morocco was not eligible for the 
longest race of the Brazilian Turf, the 
Jockey Club do Rio de Janeiro, about 21% 
miles, whose winner, by a narrow margin, 
was Trick, by Haut Brion, with Typhoon 
second, Miron third and Zorro last. The 
longer distance had destroyed Miron’s and 
Zorro’s leaderships. Which was the 
champion staying veteran? I think it was 
El Morocco. 

El Morocco won the Quinze de Novem- 
bro. over only 2,000 meters (about 114 
miles). from juveniles and other good 
veterans. The Jockey Club Argentino was 
captured by Zorro under a high impost. 
Then the Jockey Club de Montevideo fell 
to El Morocco, which beat Trick and other 
less regarded horses. Both winner and 
second carried high weights. Both races 
were over about 14% miles. 

My handicap for veterans in Brazil, over 
two miles, is as follows:

Best mare seen was Fontaine, but Ar- 
gentina, by Rico, and Maracanan, by 
Baber Shah, along with Guaratiba. by 
Maranta, and Coraly, by Caaimbe, were 
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also very useful, none, however, to be com- 
pared with Half Crown, champion mare 
in Argentina. 

Leading Brazilian sire, by far. was For- 
masterus, a son of Asterus. while Tin- 
toretto. by Solario, was runner-up. fol- 
lowed by Santarem, a son of the North 
American-bred Novelty. Among owners, 
the Paula Machado Stable (Paula Ma- 
chado family) was the leader, followed 
closely by Mr. Jose Buarque de Macedo. 
Champion jockey was Chilean-born Os- 
waldo Ulloa, while second honors are be- 
tween Brazilian-born L. Rigoni and Chil- 
ean-born Emygdio Castillo. 


URUGUAY 


Racing in Uruguay is on a lesser scale 
than in Argentina and Brazil. Its juve- 
niles in 1946 were not a classy crop. May- 
be one of them, the colt Cervantes (a son 
of Mazarino, by Congreve), which won the 
Uruguayan Derby. can be ranked with the 
best Argentines which will visit Uruguay 
in January. However, there is no sound 
indication of that. Cervantes, unknown 
during early months of the season, when 
several colts were taking and leaving 
leadership. was placed in the Gran Premio 
Jockey Club, about 114 miles, then won 
the Uruguayan Derby, about 12% fur- 
longs. He won another juvenile “clasico” 
and beat older horses in the important 
Gran Premio de Honor, thus gaining 
leadership. 


Among the veterans, the Jose Pedro 
Ramirez, run in January, was won by 
Miron, son of Cartagines, to which I made 
reference in connection with his later 
achievements in Brazil. After Miron was 
shipped to Brazil the Gran Premio Munici- 
pal, about 1% miles, like the Ramirez, was 
won by the good horse Cantaro, a son of 
Caboclo, which had been third in the 
Ramirez, still short of form after a trip 
from Brazil. where he had campaigned in 
1945. It is interesting to note that, in the 
Ramirez, Churrinche (see Argentine vet- 
erans) was second to Miron, beating Can- 
taro. 

Cantaro won other good stakes, then lost 
a race. Shipped to Argentina, he was 
in the beaten field for the General Pueyr- 
redon, of 4,000 meters (about 214 miles). 
along with Churrinche. Half Crown won 
that race in a furious struggle with Re- 
tintin (purchased for export to the U. S.) 
and Cololo. Returning to Uruguay, Can- 
taro was again beaten, then won an im- 
portant event, the Gran Premio de Honor, 
over about 2;%; miles. He is the champion 
older horse in Uruguay and I rate him the 
only veteran in that country up to “inter- 
national” rank. He is a strong candidate 
for the Jose Pedro Ramirez to be run on 
January 6, 1947, against Cervantes, and 
the Argentine colt Academico.

A BIG YEAR AHEAD 


There was much success in 1946 but I 
still think the trend is te emphasize suc- 
cess of racing and breeding in South 
America. The several purchases which 
North American owners and _ breeders 
made during the year in Argentina and 
Chile, the big trend to “international” rac- 
ing among the principal racing countries 
in this part of the world, the recent an- 
nouncements that Messrs. Seabra, of the 
Seabra Stable, will send their good horses 
Zorro and Cloro to race at Santa Anita 
Park, both being already entered in the 
Santa Anita Handicap (in which race I 
think they have a high chance). are indi- 
cations of success for 1947. 

Several good horses were exported to 
your country, others were shipped from 
one South American to another. How- 
ever, many top performers—and I am 
sure the best—still are here. From Brazil 
go Zorro and Cloro, but El Morocco, 
Trick, Miron, Goyo and others stay; from 
Argentina goes Retintin, but Ensueno 
stays in South America (he was sold to 
Brazil), along with Academico. Seductor. 
etc. The famous filly Garbosa II, the 
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Brazil Invites U. S. Owners 
to Try for Its Richest Race— 
and Prepares for Raids in North 
America. 


At 118 pounds he 
He is a stablemate of Zorro. 


Uruguayan champions Cantaro and Cer- 
vantes, and others, will be in action. 

Again the indications are that the two 
greatest South American “international” 
stables will be in front. The Seabra 
Stable. although sending Zorro and Cloro 
to Santa Anita, will still have Ensueno, El 
Morocco, Camembert, Cantaro. Jundiahy, 
and others. Jose Buarque de Macedo, who 
owns Seductor, Garbosa Il. Trick. Em- 
peror. and others, intends to ship Seduc- 
tor to Brazil and send Garbosa II first to 
Argentina, then to the United States. 

There is much “international” feeling 
here. The Argentine Jockey Club an- 
nounced increases in purses for several of 
its important stakes, mainly the Argentine 
Derby (Gran Premio Nacional), from 
100,000 to 150.000 pesos. and the Carlos 
Pellegrini, from 60.000 to 100,000 pesos 
to the winner. The Brazilian Jockey Club 
resolved to maintain the Grande Premio 
Brasil, our principal event, in its status of 
richest race in South America. increasing 
the winner’s share to 1,000,000 cruzeiros 
(about $54,000). which may give a total 
money higher than 1,400,000 cruzeiros. 
Other races will also be increased. in an 
effort to attract foreign competition. 

Mr. Joao Borges Filho, president of the 
Brazilian Jockey Club, back from his trip 
to the United States. announced that he 
got promises from some North American 
owners to send horses to compete here. I 
advise you. if and when you send horses— 
which I rather doubt—to send top stayers. 
Our principal and richest events are ex- 
clusively for horses with stamina; the dis- 
tances range from 11% miles to 244 miles.

Santa Anita Derby Nominations 


Changes in the conditions for the Santa 
Anita Derby of 1947 apparently had little 
adverse affect on the nominations, though 
the race has been made more demanding 
by the addition of a furlong to the dis- 
tance. But the purse remains at $100,000 
added. and the race lost only three nomi- 
nations compared to last year, closing 
with a total of 96. A supplementary en- 
try clause will keep the event open until 
February 15, on payment of a $5,000 fee. 

Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham’s Maine 

Chance Farm, winner in 1946 with Knock- 
down (and second with Star Pilot), en- 
tered Jet Pilot and Nightlife for the 1947 
renewal, and Louis B. Mayer, third last 
year with Honeymoon, is back with five 
nominees, all by imported stallions. 
' The added distance, which moves the 
race to 114 miles, has been offset to a de- 
gree by scheduling the race two weeks 
later (early in March rather than late in 
February), and by lessening the impost 
(118 pounds instead of 122). 

Seventeen fillies have been nominated 
for this year’s richest early race for 3- 
year-olds, which is five fewer than were 
listed in 1946, and the roster of imported 
horses has been increased from four to 
six. Four of these were named by Mrs. 
Ann Peppers. the California owner who 
has been one of the recent leading im- 
porters of English stock. C. S. Howard 
leads all the nominators with nine head, 
five of which are by Seabiscuit. Fifteen 
of the nominees won stakes at two.

Santa Anita Handicap Weights 


In line with the general conception of 
the ability of the Calumet Farm. star, 
Webb Everett, racing secretary at Santa 
Anita Park, has assigned top weight of 
129 pounds to Armed for the 114-mile 
Santa Anita Handicap of March 1. Next 
in line to the topweight is the King 
Ranch’s Assault, the Triple Crown win- 
ner of 1946 which late in the season, by his 
victories in the Pimlico Special and the 
Westchester Handicap, demonstrated that 
he had recovered from an ailment which 
set him back in midsummer, and that he 
had emerged as one of the strongest con- 
tenders for the handicap division of 1947. 

The presence of a large number of im- 
ported horses on the nomination list was 
not ignored by Everett, who assigned 124 
pounds to the English-bred Fast and Fair. 
Radiotherapy, another British-bred, was 
rated at 122 pounds, level with Louis B. 
Mayer’s Busher. Though Busher has not 
raced for more than a year because of a 
leg injury, she is reported to be training 
well and if she starts in the handicap, will 
carry only two pounds below the scale. 

Lord Boswell, one of the disappoint- 
ments of 1946, was assigned 121 pounds, 
and the quartet of Knockdown, Galla 
Damion, War Knight (the 1946 winner) 
and Occupy are in at 120. From a high 
of 129, weights ranged downward to 100. 
Most heavily weighted of the South Amer- 
ican-bred nominees was Zorro, which is 
to carry 119, the same poundage as Star 
Pilot. 

Most of the 3-year-olds on the list, in- 
cluding Milkwagonjoe, Stepfather, and 
Yankee Valor, were assigned 106 pounds.

Sweet Chime Wins}Flemington Oaks; 
Leonard May Race In U.S. 


MELBouRNE, December 14 

We are now getting right into the warm 
weather and as I sat down today to pick 
up the threads where I left off after the 
Melbourne Cup meeting last month, it 
was a real brickfielder outside, with the 
temperature over the century mark. 

When I went on leave last month I did 
not mention the last day of the Cup meet- 
ing at Flemington, and so here goes to 
round up the happenings for you. 

Sweet Chime, a lovely looking daughter 
of Le Grand Duc (by *Blenheim IL) 
proved herself one of the best 3-year-old 
fillies of recent years by winning the Oaks 
of £2,500 at Flemington on November 9. 

She was considered a “good thing” as 
she started at 2 to 1 on. Big backers laid 
the odds on freely and they had really no 
worries as the filly won nicely from Ame- 
lia. a huge young lady by Manitoba (by 
Manna).

Sweet Chime is owned in Sydney and 
trained for W. K. Dawes by Maurice Mc- 
Carten, in his day a first-class rider and 
one of the nicest fellows you could possibly 
meet in the racing spheres over this way. 
McCarten has not been training more than 
five years and he is proving that crack 
riders can become crack trainers if they 
take the real interest in their profession 
that they should. How many times have 
you seen, just as we do here, the really 
first-class rider fade from the scene when 
he has packed away his boots and sad- 
dles? The reason more often than not is 
that when he had the opportunity to learn 
he didn’t do it. McCarten did learn and 
is getting just as much money as when he 
was riding winners of great races. 

Sweet Chime won three races in Mel- 
bourne without defeat, earning nearly 
£5,000 in stakes, and each time she was 
ridden by W. Cook, one of the evergreen 
jockeys of this country. Le Grand Duc 
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was purchased for Australia by the lead- 
ing studmaster, Percy Miller, just as the 
war started. The horse was on the Con- 
tinent, but was whisked away just ahead 
of the Hun invaders, and only this week, 
when reading a Berlin newspaper, I no- 
ticed that Le Grand Duc had left some 
winners behind him on the Continent. 

We had some weight-for-age surprises 
during the spring and on November 9 
Leonard (by Dhoti) added to the list when 
he led all the way to win the Fisher Plate 


of 1% miles. The issue was never in 


doubt and Leonard proved himself one 
of the most robust horses we have. He 
is only a 4-year-old and might yet win a 


Melbourne Cup, in which he has already 
run third and fourth. 

Lou Robertson, the best trainer in Aus- 
tralia, won three races with Leonard, Oat- 
cake (by Manitoba) and Seymour (by 
Windbag, son of Magpie) at Flemington 
on November 9. A. H. Griffiths, owner of 
Leonard, phoned me this week asking for 
the Santa Anita programme, so evidently 
he has some thoughts of this really good 
horse crossing the Pacific next year. 
Leonard can stay forever and his dam, 
Jeanne Hachette, is a daughter of the 
mighty Heroic, son of Valais. Heroic was 
once sold for 16,000 guineas and Valais 
fetched 14,000 guineas in Australia. 

During the three days of the Melbourne 
Cup meeting, tote betting aggregated 
£536,909, and as the bookmakers held at 
least five times that amount on the course 
alone, you can realize that there is abund- 
ant money for racing here, but there are 
pointers that the real crest of the wave is 
getting back toward the calmer water. This 
is due to an incessant crop of industrial 
upheavals, much the same as is being in- 
flicted on the people of your country. 

A week after the Melbourne Cup meet- 
ing, the Williamstown Cup of £2,600 was 
run over 12 furlongs at Flemington and 
backers looked at each other in amaze- 
ment when the 50 to 1 chance, Royal Scot, 
led all the way. He had not previously 
won a race and one of the unplaced run- 
ners was the favorite, Leonard which had

River Hero Very Fast 

At the Williamstown meeting—the Wil- 
liamstown track had not been used for six 
years—the chief sprint winner was a bril- 
liant fellow named River Hero, which won 
over the straight six furlongs with 127 
pounds.. The judge called for the camera, 
and River Hero got the decision by inches 
from 37 other runners. He is by Helles- 
pont from Rivette, a grand staying mare 
which won the Caulfield and Melbourne 
Cups double in 1939. 

River Hero is her only representative. 
Rivette is by Ronsard from Riv and is not 
in the Stud Book because of some minor 
defect in her pedigree lines. Here again 
a slight blemish eliminates a winner of 
our best race. What Ho the Jersey Act 
out here! 

On November 16 a smart 2-year-old filly 
named Eba (by Dhoti) won her second 
race, and Dhoti 2-year-olds are having an- 
other amazingly successful season. The 
spring season ended at Caulfield on No- 
vember 23 when a pile-driving type of 
stayer in Propontis (by Hellespont) fin- 
ished better than the Oaks winner, Sweet 
Caime, to win the Eclipse Stakes of 114 
miles by inches in a camera finish. 

Propontis has not been an easy horse 
to train but when he condescends to 
stretch out in earnest he is pretty good 


class. He defeated Tranquil Star (by Gay 
Lothario) at a mile two years ago, but 
his wins have been few and far between. 
Eba won again at this meeting, scamper- 
ing over five furlongs in 1:00 and she is 
smart as the time showed. 

River Hero again proved his class at 
Flemington on November 30 by winning 
over the straight six again with 135 pounds 
in the saddle and the track was not fast, 
either. River Hero is probably our best 
at six furlongs today. 


Bernborough Recovering 


Bernborough which broke irre- 
vocably in the Mackinnon Stakes at Flem- 
ington on November 2, is still in Mel- 
bourne and his badly injured foreleg is 
yielding well to treatment. 

There has been rumors here that D. J. 
Davis, who lives in California, is in treaty 
with Bernborough’s owner, A. O. Romano 
(now in your country) to purchase the 
horse for the States. If there is anything 
doing, probably you will hear before we 
do. Mr. Davis was part-owner of that 
grand horse *Phar Lap. which won the 
Agua Caliente Handicap in 1932. 

So far as I know, Romano has no plans 
to establish a stud out here with Bern- 
borough as the lord of the harem, so it is 
quite possible that he might be tempted 
to part with the champion as a stud prop- 
osition in the United States. (It has turned 
out that way. Eb.) 


Will Stand at 


Shannon Stays Home 

Shannon, the best horse in Australia, 
and in my opinion certain to have beaten 
Bernborough from a mile to 12 furlongs, 
is definitely not going to the United States 
next year or at any other time. His owner- 
trainer, Peter Riddle, of Sydney, was very 
emphatic about this today when he re- 
ceived an offer from Montana to lease the 
Midstream horse. 

The offer to lease Shannon and the Syd- 
ney Cup winner, Cordale (by Conspirator ) 
was made by J. Burke Clements of Mon- 
tana and the amount was a mere $10,000 
for six months from next June 1 to No- 
vember 1. 

When the offer was received by Mr. Rid- 
dle his only reply was “This offer is ri- 
diculous and I don’t think I will bother 
answering it.” 

“Shannon can win three times that sum 
in stakes and bets if he wins only the Fu- 
turity Stakes at Caulfield next February.” 

Anyway, Riddle shut the door on future 
approaches for Shannon by stating “The 
horse is not for sale and he cannot be 
leased. In no circumstances will he go 
to the United States. I am a sick man 
and Shannon stays with me. Money could 
not buy him, no matter how much was 
offered.” 

Shannon holds the mile record of 1:3444 
for Australia and after he did this he won 
over 12 furlongs at Randwick under 131 
pounds in the fast time of 2:2934. No

Percy Miller, of Kia-Ora Stud, recently 
purchased the English stallion Delville 
Wood (by Bois Roussel) for his huge 
place in New South Wales, while a syndi- 
cate of owners, through Stanley Wootton 
in London, secured Confessor for 7,500 
guineas for New South Wales, also. 

Bold Beau (by Kinderscout), one of 
Melbourne’s best 3-year-olds, sold for 
4,600 guineas at auction a few days ago. 

Hytest, a filly by Ajax (by Heroic) 
from La Rasade and for which Louis B. 
Mayer gave 4,500 guineas at the last Syd- 
ney yearling sales, won a race in Sydney 
last month for her American owner.

Jockeys Strike for a Day

1946 Was Bright By Comparison; 
Outlook Much Better For 1947 


RoME 


During the year 1946, five major tracks—Milan. Rome. Turin, Varese. and Leghorn 
—had regular meetings. and Florence, Pisa, Grosseto. Naples, and Merano will operate 


in 1947. 


More than 1,600 races were run last year. and during 1947 there should be 


many more. We do not count minor tracks, those with racing strips of less than a mile, 
and meetings held at such courses are not recognized by our Jockey Club. During 1946, 
however, one of the strictest Jockey Club bans was partially lifted when the stewards de- 
cided that horses and jockeys engaged on the minor tracks would not be disqualified 


for regular racing. 


The reason is that many horses have 
been attracted to the country meetings, 
some of which were organized by Allied 
troops, and banning them would damage 
the big tracks, which need horses for the 
lesser handicaps and for claiming races. 
The situation therefore is returning to 
normal so far as the tracks are concerned. 
Although we do not at present have as 
many horses in training as we did in 1939, 
we are to have nearly as much racing in 
1947 as we did before the war. An in- 
crease in the number of meetings is be- 
ing called for, especially by local track 
companies, which suffered long interrup- 
tions during the war and now want to 
make up for it: 


The year 1946 was filled with crises for 
Italian racing. I have pointed this out 
several times in preceding articles and 
the whole story need not be repeated here, 
but the causes of the trouble can be sum- 
med up as follows: : 


1. Lack of financial assistance for own- 
ers and breeders. 


2. A decrease in the quality and quan- 
tity of racing stock. We are increasing 
both our race meetings and the number 
of races with a view to helping stables 
and breeders win enough money to at 
least pay expenses, but at the same time 
we are charging our horses with an excess 
of work, so that we jeopardize their pos- 
sibilities at the stud. 

The task of getting enough money for 
racing lies with the UNIRE (the official 
governmental bureau in charge of Italian 
racing), and regardless of what one may 
think about controlled racing or free rac- 
ing, it is undeniable that at present the 
UNIRE is doing a fine job. Never before 
had representatives of the various branches 
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of racing worked so close to our govern- 
ment racing agency. 

It is noteworthy that in the rooms and 
in the lobbies of the UNIRE, where for 
about fifteen years almost nothing had 
been done, owners, trainers, breeders, 
track officials, Jockey Club and Steeple- 
chase Club members, newspapermen and 
others are now showing up in an endless 
procession in an attempt to work out with 
the bureau the best possible conditions for 
our post-war racing. This sudden display 
of good will and cooperation has brought 
out some confusion and some piling up of 
work and of special ideas, but it has also 
brought results. As a matter of fact, the 
financial budget for the second half of 
1946 was much more satisfactory than that 
for the first six months. 

Prospects for racing in 1947 are pretty 
good, as the UNIRE expects to draw new 
money from national racing sweepstakes, 
and hopes to effect a tax reduction on bet- 
ting, and the reopening of downtown bet- 
ting rooms. Action also is to be taken on 
the disposal of currency allowed by the 
Ministry of Foreign Trade from the sale 
of horses abroad. 


New Export Policy 


The export-import problem is a new ex- 
perience for us, as our pre-war exports 
concerned only crack horses destined for 
the stud. Now it also includes second- 
class horses, mares, fillies, and so on. The 
UNIRE has stated its policy: Owners and 
breeders shall be permitted to export 
horses provided they buy some new stock 
abroad with the money received from the 
sale. This seems to be the only way of 
reconciling the personal necessities of the 
breeders with the general requirements of 


breeding. It is unquestionable that by 
favoring an export movement we make it 
possible for prospective buyers to make 
purchases abroad. ‘There are many horse- 
men here who are ready to buy foreign 
horses, but who wouldn’t spend a dime on 
the home market, not because they do not 
esteem our national production, but be- 
cause they cannot find in Italy the blood 
they are looking for. 

So we see that at present our market is 
very weak, though potential buyers are 
abundant. The sellers can offer only Ital- 
ian-bred horses. whereas the buyers want 
foreign blood. It is evident that the only 
way out of the situation is to sell some of 
our stock abroad and get currency for 
buying in England and France. 

The UNIRE now is collecting money 
from the sales of Ortello, Niccolo dell’- 
Arca, Gladiolo, and others to come, and 
will arrange to purchase mares and foals, 
probably on the French market, which is 
the most favorable to us for reasons of 
exchange. We hope that the full resump- 
tion of the import-export trade in horses 
will contribute, in due course, 
strengthening of the home market. 

We exported many a good horse in 1946 
without importing anything, but we fore- 
see a strong two-way movement in 1947, 
Federico Tesio was in England to attend 
the Newmarket sales, and reports have 
reached here about the mares he purchased.

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New York Turf Revenue Declined 
Substantially During Year 1946 


Last April 12, local governments began 
to tax pari-mutuel betting in the State of 
New York, thus increasing the tariff to 
as much as 15 per cent. Immediately it 
was predicted that the public would di- 
vert its gambling from mutuels to hand- 
books, or would find other games. Horse 
players might still die broke, but they 
wouldn’t stand for being taxed to death. 


That the increase in taxation did react 
to the detriment of racing’s patronage 
and that it was reflected by a decline in 
the tax money received from such sources 
by the New York State treasury seemed 
emphasized in the annual report of the 
racing commission, made public on De- 
cember 26. 

The New York’s commission’s yearly 
report, which for some time has been 
one of the most comprehensive and de- 
tailed of such documents compiled in the 
U. S.. usually has confined itself to a 
statistical review of the season, with rec- 
ommendations as to future practices and 
policies. 


“Not Concerned” —O’ Dwyer 


When informed that the New York 
State Racing Commission had asked 
for a repeal of the act enabling gov- 
ernments to tax racing, Mayor Wil- 
liam O’Dwyer, of New York, issued 
the following statement: “I’m _inter- 
ested in patients in hospitals, espec- 
ially city hospitals; in building new 
schools and in health centers. I am 
not concerned with the troubles of 
horse bettors or with associations that 
find such business profitable.” 


| 


To the summation for 1946 a new lyric 
was fitted, and it was a plaint which prob- 
ably grated on the State’s budgetmakers 
and on Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. who last 
February had brightly predicted a $3.,- 


500,000 gain in receipts from racing over 
1945. 


The mournful number had as its theme 
the depressing facts that the daily average 
attendance at New York tracks during 
1946 had fallen off 15 per cent compared 
with 1945, and that the daily average pari- 
mutuel handle had declined 274% per 
cent. Translated into dollars, the State 
had received $27,173,608.94 from racing 
in 1946, against $30,120,275.39 the previ- 
ous year. (Governor Dewey had predicted 
a corpulent $33,500,000.) The pari-mu- 
tuel handle for the year at all running 
tracks was $407,105,748, against $450.- 
663,190 for 1945. This was a decline of 
about 9 per cent. 

Twenty-four per cent more racing days 
(154 in 1945, 192 in 1946) had yielded 
$2,946,666.45 (10.8 per cent) less in rev- 
enue to the State. 

(But not pointed out by the commission 
was the fact that during 1946, New York 
racing actually paid taxes of more than 
$47,000,000, a substantial increase instead 
of a decrease. New York City received 5 
per cent of the mutuel handle at the Ja-

more in taxes, basing this judgment on 
comparative daily average statistics for 
1945, when the pari-mutuel commission 
was only 10 per cent. 


The report added that racing could not 
be conducted in New York on a satisfac- 
tory plane if excessive taxation continued. 
Lesser revenue to the tracks would mean 
cheaper purses and cheaper horses, and 
a downward spiral would set in. Racing 
and revenue would decline. 


Purse Distribution Increased 


On a brighter note, the report stated 
that purse distribution had reached $8.- 
182.990, or about $3,000,000 ahead of any 
previous year, and that no positive re- 
sults had been obtained from 3,272 sam- 
ples of saliva and urine tested during the 


year. 


Commenting on the precedent of grant- 
ing Saratoga a 12-day metropolitan meet- 
ing so that purses at the up-State -course 
could be maintained at a high level, the 
report said the move had been justified, 
and suggested that it might be continued. 
It also pointed out that the Empire City 
track had become inadequate and _ that 
“it is not likely that racing will return 
to it.” This would seem to permit Empire 
meetings to be held at Jamaica until a 
new course can be built. The proposed 
new track at Buffalo was not considered 
likely to be operating before the spring 
of 1948. 


71 Per Cent for Taxes 


Gross revenue for the five associations 
during 1946 was $57,330,000. This was 
dispersed as follows: taxes, 71.58 per 
cent; purses, 8.7; payrolls, 5.53; equip- 
ment, maintenance, etc., 5.53; war relief 
and other charities, 2.84; and profit, 5.88.

Economists may say that this de- 
crease is a forerunner of more normal 
times; an indication of the public’s 
awareness of the value of the dollar 
and their need for things more essen- 
tial to them.

Prejudical to Racing 


The racing industry in New York is 
big business, handling close to a half 
billion dollars a year. and to main- 
tain that volume it has to be reason- 
ably handled. The high quality and 
standards of racing have to be main- 
tained and it is the combination of 
private enterprise plus an attracted 
public that is most necessary for its 
successful conduct. 


Let the public down by overtax- 
ation, and the State and racing asso- 
ciations will suffer in diminishing 
revenue. Lowered revenue necessarily 
means curtailment of purses and op- 
erating expenses and a corresponding 
cheapening of races. The results can- 
not be otherwise than most preju- 


dicial to first-class racing in New 
York State. 
The Racing Commission, guardian 


and developer of this sport, foresees 
this possibility in the continuance of 
these high taxes and advocates as a 
remedy the restoration of the former 
ten per cent tax by the prompt re- 
peal of the enabling act by the Legis- 
lature.

One Englishman 
To Another 


(From Harry Sharpe, San Jose, Calif.) 

Mr. Estes’ lively notes on his visit to 
England brought a flood of memories, 
tinged with nostalgia, to this exiled an- 
cient Britisher. From the Estes’ notes 
(BLoop-Horse, November 2) I learned 
that “Billy” Halsey, old time crack steeple- 
chase, and flat race, trainer and jockey, 
was not only alive, but still full of pep. 
Billy informed Mr. Estes that he gave me 
my first job. That is not quite accurate, 
as previously I had spent eight happy 
years on the Strong Ranch, Belly River, 
Alberta, Canada, first as stallion man, 
later as a kind of straw boss, followed by 
a spell in England in charge of Lord 
Charles Innes-Ker’s stud farm at Cowley, 
near London, where stood the Isonomy 
sire Le Noir, maternal grandsire of Pre- 
cipitation, sire of Airborne, winner of 
Derby and St. Leger, 1946. 

*Twas 47 long years ago (1899) that I 
was appointed stud groom at Mr. J. A. 
Miller’s Michel Grove Stud, in Sussex, 
where friend Billy was trainer, jockey, and 
general superintendent. I am wondering 
if he still remembers two episodes that 
gave me secret amusement and, I confess, 
a touch of swelled head. 


To wit: Three yearlings were being led 
around, accustoming them to bit and bri- 
dle. one, name forgotten, had an enlarged 
stifle joint, a natural malformation. Billy 
arrived, scrutinized the trio, suddenly an- 
nounced, “that colt’s dislocated his stifle.” 
As it had always been that way, and I 
couldn’t quite reconcile the colt’s jaunty 
walk with a dislocated joint, I mildly de- 
murred. But Billy called the stud veter- 
inarian. I never learned the nature of his 
professional report, but as he gave me no 
instructions for its treatment, I can only 
surmise. However, Billy trained and rode 
him to win several good races in spite of 
the persisting “dislocation.” 

The other episode concerned a brood- 
mare, named Dame Ranee, if my memory 
is not at fault. Mr. Miller’s mares had 
previously been boarded out, and arrived 
at Michel Grove in very poor condition,

thin, and dry in their coats. Unwisely, as 
it proved, I threw unlimited rich food into 
their mangers, with the result that Dame 
Ranee developed a severe attack of lym- 
phangitis. She was also due to foal in a 
few months. Our veterinary surgeon, very 
reluctantly, decided he must administer 
a purgative, and gave her an eight-dram 
aloes ball. It was not long before this 
had results, and the mare went practically 
locoed. Being by Galopin, she was nor- 
mally extra high strung, and I assumed 
that the unborn foal, too, had acquired 
a share of the aloes, through the mare’s 
circulatory system. 

When Billy later arrived on the scene 
the mare was storming around her stall, 
bathed in perspiration, her eyes glaring. 
After a brief spell of observation, Billy 
announced she had inflammation of the 
bowels, and was in the delirious and fatal

They will be the first horses to come to 
Italy since the war. 


Fresh Blood Needed 


Foreign mares will be welcomed in Italy 
because they will partially compensate for 
the losses we have suffered. I have in- 
guired about stock which is directly avail- 
able in Italy for breeding purposes, and 
have a figure of about 650 mares at stud 
in 1945. This does not include the mares 
which entered the stud since then. In the 
fall of 1942 we had about twice that many 
broodmares. Looting accounts for only a 
part of those which have been lost to pro- 
duction, because many were slaughtered 
when their owners could not afford to feed 
them. This is perhaps the most serious 
breeding problem that the UNIRE is fac- 
ing. 

Of course the best mares still are kept 
for breeding. This should be a guarantee 
of the quality of our horses, but unfor- 
tunately we have not been able to breed 
to foreign stallions since 1941. A few 
owners would like to send mares to be 
bred in France this year, but they are 
worrying over the prohibitive costs of 
transportation and of boarding the mares 
during the breeding period. 

The stallion situation also is critical, as 
we have explained in other articles. In in- 
troducing new horses, there will be a 
priority for mares, and for some time to 
come we shall have to rely on national 
stallions. Even if one is satisfied as to 
the quality of these horses, the fact still 
remains that many excellent bloodlines 
are not represented and we risk the loss 
of developments abroad. 


Only Comparatively Good 


Racing during 1946 looked excellent to 
people who had been out of Italy for sev- 
eral years on war duty or for other rea- 
sons. It looked good to those of us who 
hadn’t seen anything but donkeys and 
mules in the Balkans and in the Sardinian 
marshes since Tokamura won the Premio 
Regina Elena in March, 1943. It also 
looked good to the eager bettors who had 
been spending their money at dice dur- 
ing all this time. And in truth, we have 
had a full year of racing, like it was back 
in 1939, with satisfactory discipline and 
good results. Attendance has been about 
normal, and this also is satisfactory, if 
you consider that the track operators over 
here do not advertise their meetings as 
they do in the U. S. If they advertise at 
all, they just post a few dozen bills around 
the main intersections, as one does when 
he loses his dog. 

But technically speaking, racing during 
1946 wasn’t the best kind. It was, actual- 
ly, the worst we had since 1931, and if we 
name 1931 it is because in that year we 
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suffered our most shameful defeat, when 
the French outsider Guernanville won our 
Gran Premio di Milano, beating a dozen 
or so Italian horses. 


No foreign horse won in Italy during 
1946, as competition from other countries 
was limited to Marcel Boussac’s Micipsa 
and to old Lackland in the Gran Premio 
di Milano, where the Tourbillon horse 
didn’t run his best. Yet we believe that 
lialy hasn’t reached the level of attain- 
ment of other countries of Europe. Our 
Gladiolo, who appeared to be the best colt 
in Europe until June, was overshadowed 
later by Airborne and Souverain. Our 
Traghetto, who looked like a crack older 
horse, was retired from racing in June 
and cannot be compared to the French 
champion Caracalla, though we _ believe 
Traghetto was a horse of exceptional abil- 
ity. 


There was nothing but mediocrity be- 


hind these two leaders, save for Zanlupo— 


and Fante. The former retired in April 
and the latter was beaten in the Prix de 
VAre de Triomphe. No high-class filly 
has been raced this year with the possible 
exception of Piavola, winner of the Oaks 
and the Premio Roma. She is a very good 
type and is beautifully bred on two French 
female lines with a certain amount of class. 

The 2-year-old division has added to 
the confusion. We do not yet know the 
name of the horse or the horses that will 


represent us in the national and interna- 
tional classics of 1947. Este is the only 
individual possessing high racing class, 
but as you know there is skepticism about 
his breeding and his stamina, not to men- 
tion his internal troubles. Other young- 
sters have beaten each other with surpris- 
ing regularity, and they all were beaten 
by Fante in the Premio Chiusura.

Elsie Morris of Audubon, N. J., first 


woman trainer to saddle a horse at Trop- 
ical Park this season, is a recruit from the 
show ring. She entered racing, when, 
said she, “the government put the shows 
out of business in 1942.” She has not 
been back to the tanbark circuit since, nor 
is she going. 

“I like showing horses,” Miss Morris ob- 
serves with a twinkle in her blue eyes, 
“but this is better. You can’t eat trophies 
or blue ribbons.” 

As a youngster, Miss Morris showed 
gaited horses. Then she graduated to 
hunters and jumpers. In 1942, after the 
transportation ban, she bought two year- 
lings and two older horses, and took them 
to Garden State Park, which was “close 
to home.” One of the older horses, Toy 
Quay, won her first two starts, but the 
yearlings didn’t turn out so well. “One 
broke down and the other had the slows.” 


Miss Morris served an apprenticeship 
of only three weeks, during which time 
“I had a man training the horses. Then I 
took them and started myself. Horses 
weren’t new to me and I could see that 
conditioning them for racing was just us- 
ing common sense. I think,” she went on 
with a wary glance around the receiving 
barn, where she sat watching Linwood 
Blue cool out, “that people from the show 
game make better trainers. They pay 
more attention to detail. Horses are pol- 
ished and shined before they go into the 
show ring, and some of these race horse 
people seem to me to be pretty careless.” 

Her ambition is to own a breeding farm. 
At present she has two mares (her 1942 
yearlings) in foal and a weanling colt by 
the French sire *Mont Blanc, now stand- 
ing at the Meadowview Farm of Wallis 
Armstrong, New Jersey State Racing Com- 
missioner, in Morristown, N. J. 

“I think,” she mused, “that a girl has 
two strikes against her when she starts 
competing with all these men. Of course, 
everyone’s been awfully nice and tried to 
help me, but I believe in doing things my- 
self.” 

This is Miss Morris’ first season of Flor- 
ida racing, and she likes it very much. Her 
stable consists of nine horses in training, 
three of them her own, and eight more 
farmed out in New Jersey for the winter. 
Her best horse here, she thinks, is James 
Beattie’s Hidden Ace.

Racing Season In Many Years 


TorRONTO 


Perhaps mutuel betting is not the best 
method of determining the rise and _ fall 
of interest in horse racing, but it does 
nevertheless give an excellent picture of 
whether the fans like or dislike what is 
being offered them. So it must be taken 
for granted that what the Canadian fans 
were offered during 1946 was acceptable. 

Official Government reports on mutuel 
betting—and all betting figures are check- 
ed carefully by the Government—showed 
that 27 racing associations, holding 33 
meetings, and totaling in all 305 days of 
racing. showed total wagering of $48.667.- 
744 in 1946. That was against 1945 fig- 
ures of 26 racing associations, which held 
35 race meetings. comprising 307 days. 
during which $42,193,258 was wagered. 

Thus there was an increase of $6.474.- 
486 in wagering. with two less days to 
do it in, and the increase was almost 15 
per cent. This may not seem too much. 
but when it is considered that the peak 
apparently had been reached in 1945, that 
it was expected that there would be a set- 
tling away toward normalcy in 1946, the 
15 per cent increase shows that Canada is 
not likely to encounter as much in the 
way of a drop in spending during the next 
few years as many other countries. 

The purse money went up in proportion. 
In 1945. for those 307 days. it was $1.- 
588.345. while for 1946 and 305 days it 
was $1.815.090. an increase of 14 per 
cent. 

From such figures the trend may _ be 
seen, but there are other signs too. Rac- 
ing generally was improved. though the 
province of Quebec still is the weak spot 
in the Dominion link. The sport was well 
supervised and clean, with strict care be- 
ing taken to see that the stabling areas 
were kept free of undesirables, and that 
saliva tests were tests in the true sense of 
the word and not merely gestures. 

To those, however, who measure the 
Sport of Kings from the ground up— 
that is from breeding rather than from 
mutuels—they too had great satisfaction 
and look for even greater gains in the fu-

The yearling sales took a decided 
upward trend in prices, and that is some- 
thing that is clearly representative of in- 
terest. At the annual 1946 sales at Wood- 
bine Park, the 34 yearlings sold brought 
$89.100, and the ten broodmares a total 
of $20,900. These. of course. are small 
figures when compared to those of Ken- 
tucky sales. but only of late years has 
Canada stepped into the breeding industry 
with any real zest. The yearlings aver- 
aged around $2,600, a commanding step 
up from the 1945 average of $1.770. 
While the handicap division in Canada 
perhaps lacked something in class and in 
numbers. features in the main were well

supported. It is still too bad that owners 
like E. P. Taylor, R. S. McLaughlin, Wil- 
lie Morrissey and others are forced to 
move to the United States to get the com- 
petition they desire for their better per- 
formers. But until the Canadian tracks 
can give purses of sufhicient value to draw 
large enough fields to provide competition, 
then such quittings of the Canadian scene 
by the top horses will prevail. 


Kingarvie Best 3-Year-Old 


There is no doubt that Kingarvie was 
the outstanding 3-year-old of the year in 
Canadian action. Coming off a brilliant 
2-year-old campaign in which he beat all 
his juvenile competitors with ease, he 
carried on in 1946, perhaps not as con- 
sistently in his number of wins, but just 
as consistently in money won. As a 2- 
year-old he had a record of eight wins in 
ten starts and earned $20,600. In 1946 
he started 13 times and had seven vie- 
tories and money winnings of $20.915. 
His greatest win in 1946 was in the King’s 
Plate. where he scored as the public ex- 
pected he would. With nothing left for 
him around here, as his opposition feared 
him. he went to Detroit. and while not so 
outstanding there. he did come up with 
some victories, 

In the fall he returned to Toronto and 
met the highly fancied Canadian-bred

Toronto. Windfields was flown from New 
York to Toronto for this race, the first 
time a horse had been flown to Canada. 
Great interest prevailed in the meeting of 
the 3-year-olds, but it was marred when 
Kingarvie went to his knees at the break 
and never had a chance after that. Wind- 
fields won by five lengths, but there are 
still many who would like to see the pair 
meet again under equal conditions with 
no mishaps to either. 

Kingarvie ended the 1946 season by 
winning the Canadian Championship at 
Long Branch, a race exclusively for horses 
owned by Canadians, and one that every 
owner likes to take. 

As for Windfields, he raced only on 
that one occasion in Canada, though he is 
a Canadian-bred. He had 22 starts in 
1946, all but the one being in the United 
States. He won six of these and earned 
$37,800 and on those figures can of course 
be classed as the top-ranking Canadian- 
bred winner of 1946, though he raced 
elsewhere than in the Dominion. 


Old Faithful Proved His Name 


Of the older horses, the palm perhaps 
should go to one called Old Faithful, and 
he was truly that for the Duke Stable, 
for which he showed little in his earlier 
racing days. In 1945, for example, in 18 
tries he won but two races and drew down 
$4.225, but in 1946 it was different. He 


had a string of six straight wins in mid- 
summer, granting of course that some of 
the better grade of competitors were miss- 
ing. He had 19 starts in all, did this 5- 
year-old son of *Hairan—Barefoot, by 
Cudgel or Fair Play, and of these he won 
six, was second five times and third seven 
times. Thus only once in 1946 was he 
worse than third. For all this he drew 
down only $11,090, so it can be seen that 
most of the races he performed in were 
the cheaper type of handicap events. 


Casa Camara Stood Out 


In the juvenile division it cannot be de- 
nied that in the black filly Casa Camara, 
Willie Morrissey possesses a top perform- 
er. Bred by Morrissey himself, the filly 
is by the Argentine sire *Siete Colores, 
which was brought to Canada by the late 
Harry Hatch. The dam is Mintwina, by 
*Traumer or Mint Briar, she the property 
of Morrissey. She brought him Bunty 
Lawless, and Willie The Kid, both King’s 
Plate winners, and it looks now as if she 
has brought him another star. 

Casa Camara made only nine starts, be- 
ing idle most of the summer but active 
in the spring and again in the fall. She 
tried twice at Chicago in mid-summer, but 
was ill while there and was brought back 
to Toronto to rest up. She won five in a 
row in the fall at Toronto tracks, one of 
them a walk-over. She was the center of 


much controversy over weight between her 
owner and the handicapper, as a result of 
which Morrissey twice refused to accept 
trophies after she had won. 

Morrissey also holds a strong hand in 
the 2-year-old division with Hi Bunty, a 
son of Bunty Lawless out of Hi Peggy. 
Late to come to the races, he beat all but 
his stablemate, and there are some who 
believe that this one may go on to bigger 
things. 

Neither Casa Camara nor Hi Bunty has 
been named for the King’s Plate of 1947. 
Both will go to Chicago to race, and both 
have been named for the Classic and the 
American Derby at the Windy City tracks. 


Subsidies for Breeders 


From the breeding end, one of the high- 
lights of the sport in the Dominion was 
the decision of the Ontario Government 
to return a certain amount of money to 
the governing body in the province for 
the development of interest among farm- 
ers in the breeding of Thoroughbred 
horses. While the results of this venture 
will take a few years to realize, it can 
be seen as a boon to the sport in the pro- 
duction of more Canadian-breds to fill 
races which have in the last few years and 
will continue to have a lack of American- 
breds for competition. 

In other words, to remain successful, 
Canada must produce its own racing stock.

Good Soil Is a Fundamental 
In Growing Good Horses 


Many years ago the late Edmond Blane 
fell to discussing the most suitable land 
on which to raise race horses. His com- 
panion ventured the opinion that really 
top-class horses could be raised only in 
Normandy. which in France occupies a 
position akin to the district about Lexing- 
ton, Ky. M. Blane (who won the Grand 
Prix seven times and bred Ajax, sire of 
the immortal *Teddy) begged to differ. In 
fact he offered to wager that he could raise 
a stakes winner in the garden of his Paris 
town house. The wager was accepted and 
in due course a mare, heavy in foal, ap- 
peared in one corner of the old walled 
garden on the Boulevard Haussmann. Her 
foal grew up inside those walls until it 
was time to put him in training. Not long 
afterward he won his first stakes. and also 
won the bet that had been made by his 
owner. 

The moral of this story is not that we 
should ask the roses and cabbages to move 
over in order to make room for mares and 
foals. It is, on the contrary, that horse 
farms are what you make them. There is 
no section in any country that has a mo- 
nopoly on Thoroughbred breeding. Nearco 
was raised at the foot of the Alps.

lost in fertility we have gained in knowl- 
edge. We know how to test soils, to sup- 
ply lime, nitrogen, phosphorus, potash. 
and trace minerals, to sow the seeds that 
will produce the most desirable pastures 
and hay. and to cure them at their most 
nutritious. We have developed the ma- 
chinery and the techniques to do all these 
things sé that we can improve on virgin 
soil and, by irrigation, can even supplant 
rain, if necessary.

Location Isn’t Everything 


The fact that your farm is located in 
Fayette County, Kentucky, or Clarke 
County, Virginia, or Maury County, Ten- 
nessee, is therefore no reason for com- 
placency. You may have good land for 
raising horses, but the chances are that 
it needs considerable improvement. By 
the same token there is no reason, at least 
from the standpoint of soils, to wring your 
hands in despair, and start studying the 
real estate advertisements in the so-called 
“horse countries” if you already own land 
in some less-publicized section. Ten years 
ago Dr. Eslie Asbury decided to develop 
a horse farm on an estate in Nicholas 
County, Kentucky, on worn-out land at the 
edge of the “inner bluegrass” which 
surrounds Lexington. This year he sold 
a yearling off that farm for $65,000—not 
so bad for a newcomer. 

Tue Brioop-Horse is a national paper 
for Thoroughbred breeders. It is inter- 
national, in fact, for there probably is no 
other journal which covers the world’s 
racing so completely. It represents all 
Thoroughbred interests, wherever they 
may be, rather than those of any particu- 
lar section. You may argue for some lo- 
cality on the premise that it contains more 
and better stallions, and you may point

have built up and maintained the most 
successful Thoroughbred nurseries in this 
and other countries. Many of them have 
very little direct connection with horses. 
Cattle are an important part of a great 
proportion of horse farms, for reasons 
which we shall later develop. The prac- 
tice of removing all horses for a period 
of two years in order to clear the land of 
parasites necessarily gives rise to types 
of farming in which horses play no direct 
part. 


Actually it is surprising how much alike 
these practices are, no matter where these 
farms are situated, whether in California, 
Kentucky, Virginia, Maryland, or New 
Jersey. Even though soil types differ con- 
siderably, the basic requirements of the 
Thoroughbred race horse remain the same, 
the soil being merely the best medium yet 
devised for supplying these requirements. 
It is hoped that the successful solution of 
this problem of supply by some horsemen 
will prove helpful to other breeders, both 
new and long established.

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FENNESSEY ON FLYING HORSES 


GaB.es, Fla. 

Flying horse between Florida and Cali- 
fornia for stakes engagements is 100 per 
cent feasible, practical, and in fact, gen- 
erally a soft touch, according to no less 
an authority than the taciturn Thomas 
Fennessey, the nation’s No. 1 horse-ship- 
ping expert. 

The free-rolling Fennessey, who just nat- 
urally likes to travel, has accompanied 
more Thoroughbreds on trips by land and 
sea than anyone on the race track. His 
latest excursion, less than a month ago, 
was to California by air with four horses 
for Harry Warner. 

Except for a 2-year-old, which threw a 
fit leaving Cheyenne and had to be re- 
turned to the airport and unloaded, the 
trip was eminently successful. However, 
Fennessey hastens to add that the plane 
was not to blame for “the wing-ding.” It 
was the 2-year-old. “He was one of them 
fast things what gets a bowed tendon be- 
fore he ever starts to race,” Fennessey 
said with a touch of scorn. 


On the finer points of air travel for 
equines, the blocky Celt said, “The loadin’ 
is bad. The plane door is too low and they 
ain’t got the right kinda ramps to walk the 
horses up. You gotta load ’em with a 
head guard, and keep their head down by 
leadin’ them in behind a carrot or some- 
thin’, right up until you get “em backed 
into the stalls.” 

Once in the stalls, which are long enough 
and wide enough, “There still ain’t the 
head clearance there oughta be. A man 
workin’ around has to be careful not to 
get “em excited so they go to throwin’ their 
heads.” 

As soon as the plane is in the air every- 
thing is fine, “except for them portholes 
the lightning comes through. They should 
black them over. But the only time the 
horses got really nervous was when they 
was warmin’ up the engines at the airport. 
Next time | ship a horse by air, ’m gonna 
stuff his ears with cotton,” he added. 

“We was just 24 hours in the air,” Fen- 
nessey went on. “We left Newark airport 
on the afternoon of September 28, and got 
to Los Angeles airport on the next after- 
noon. The horses didn’t have a chance to 
get off their feed or get tied up. 

“My personal opinion,” Fennessey said 
with a thoughtful shake of his head, “is 
that it don’t take no more out of a horse 
to fly him from Miami to California than 


to van him from Tropical Park to Hia- 
leah.” 


“Horses is the dumbest animals in the 
world. A horse don’t know he’s up in the 
air. He ain't scared of crashin’, he ain’t 
got any of them fears a man’s got. He just 
don’t know nothin’. So he thinks it’s fine. 

“He ain’t travelin’ long. He don’t miss 
no meals to speak of. His bowels and kid-

Then a faraway look came into Fennes- 
sey’s eyes. He arose, sighed, and hitched 
up his trousers. “If anyone’s ever gonna 
ship one out there, and their ginny don’t 
like goin’ in the air, they can just call on 
me, because, man, I’m the No. 1 scenery 
bum.” 

The versatile Fennessey has spent 35 
years on the race track, beginning as a 
jumping horse rider. In those days he was 
known as “Invisible Ladder Fennessey,” 
a name bestowed upon him by John J. 
FitzGerald, then columnist for The Morn- 
ing Telegraph, because of Fennessey’s out- 
standing grace in the art of falling off a 
horse. 

During World War I Uncle Sam claimed 
his services and he traveled the Atlantic 
to France with thousands of horses and 
mules for the Army. Later he attended 
Thoroughbreds belonging to Victor Eman- 
uel’s Dorwood Stable on a number of 
jaunts across the pond. 

This spring Fennessey was leading 
trainer at Pascoag Park, so he reports. 
Currently he is stabled at Tropical Park, 
attending to the cleaning and feeding of 
three of the Glenwood Farm’s horses, and 
hoping for another trip to just anywhere, 
any time, but preferably as soon as pos- 
sible.

Mereworth Farm has been breeding horses for over a quarter of a century, its prog- 
ress regularly reported in the pages of THe BLoop-Horsr. The clippings have accumulated as the years have rolled 
by. In the earlier years were stories on the growth of the farm. on Mereworth-bred and -raced stakes horses. Stories on 
the “iron horse” Display. and his great son Discovery, the fleet Swivel. and the Preakness winner Dr. Freeland were 
chronicled. In 1936 Mereworth-bred yearlings were sent. for the first time. to the yearling markets—and there is a 
clipping on that.
